It's the authority." He was always 
kind aud good-natured, and ever ready 
to help others, even to his own detri- 
ment. 

He was a freethinker aud a socialist. 
nnd underlined what he talked aboui. 
He organized a labor union among hla 
fellow workmen and procured for them 
twenty per cent, rise of pay and bet- 
ter conditions, dolus It In n Quiet, dl- 
Dlomatlc munner. I remember him get- 
ting into trouble with a man who had 
long reigned as 

> ; Bully of the Place, 

a low. lirutiflh fellow lie wan, and had 
struck u poor, inoffensive Individual, 
who could not and w.iuld not light. 
"Maqutnlsta Diablo" interfered, and 
the bully struck him. In a moment 
he was transformed, a legion of Mends 
seemed tn pohkpks him, and the bully 
must have thought he had dropped 
Into a threshing machine. When the 
big fellow hit. the little fellow- was 
not In the exact latitude and longtltude 
of hla fist, and before he could recover 
himself he became painfull}' aware of 
the fuct that El Muqunl.ua Diabli was 
somewhere in that vicinity. 

I remember how he hated the drink 
and despised himself for his weakness, 
how he struggled to lie free from the 
galling slavery, how he longed to be 
good and could not. 

Ob, tho Many Resolutions 
he made and broke, the times lie had 
thrown himself upon his bed and wept 
bitterly because he could not uyweonie 
habits he ho thoroughly hated. He hml 
only seen the Army a few times, but 



knowing that the faculty of thought ■ 
is not rne exclusive property of any 
particular class of the human family, 
for God bestows Hia gifts indiscrimin- 
ately, on rich and poor, high and low 
alike.
